The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
None of the prior art discloses or suggests a process of None of the prior art discloses or 
suggests a process for removing liquids such as plasticizer and oils concentrated in area 
contiguous to the outer surface of a coverstock of a bowling ball by applying a dry flowable 
plasticizer absorbent to the outer surface of the coverstock plasticizer material absorbent and 
removing the plasticizer absorbent material or applying plasticizer absorbent material 
formulated by combining fine soft wood dust, silica gel and sphagnum peat moss into a mixture 
or alone. 

The closest cited prior art Gesare (2,690,581) discloses removing contaminants from the 
surface of coverstock but fails to disclose a step of applying a dry flowable plasticizer absorbent 
material to the outer surface of the coverstock.
